HISTOR Y OF CASTROVILLE.

Castroville is situated Lo a horseshoe bend of the M ‘dim* Riv*ar wi 
a small range of hills on the West side. 
In 1844, Henry Castro with a 
few settlers from the European Countries landed at Galveston an i pro­ 
ceeded to San Antonio. 
A fter several months of preparation at Sin 
Antonio the small colony finally reached th*!ir destination and settle I on 
I the beautiful Medina River. 
Among the early settlers were those by 
I the name of Haas*. Haby, Burger and Burrell, whose ancestors are 
i still prominent in this community.

The houses were built of rock in a rectangular shape, which are nu.it 
I projected into the .street. The houses were not very high, having only 
a f e w w i n d o w s and dirt floors. 
The mo.'t modern architectural wo. ic is 
! the convent which is now* used as a seminary. 
It. is about 350 feet wide 
| and three stories high. 
The town is surveyed out into blocks 
Mr. W ernette. one c f the early settlers, opened the VV erriette’.i Gar 
den for the ajnosemeai 
of the public. 
At present the “ Electric P ark ” 
serves for this purpose. 
It was opened in 1923 by Mr. John Tragesser. 
It is situated on the’. Medina River in a big pecan grove. 
The large 
pecan trees which shade the grounds make it very coo! and pleasant to­ 
gether with the bathing beach which enables people from the surrounding 
communities to have ah enjoyable time. 
The scenery all aking 
the river is very attractive with the large pecan, 
willow and cypress tret s intermingled with 
grape vines and to make the 
picture complete there are wild violets, blue bonnets and Other w.ld 
flowers typical of Texas. 
Then there are the hills for those who enjoy 
climbing. 
Among them one of much interest is the Cross Hill, formerly 
used for reigious exercises on special occasions. 
From this hill rnnj be 
seen the quaint Tillage tit Castroville which reminds us of the words taken 
from Longfellow’* Evangeline, “And the village of Grand Pre *a>

The most urgent needs of the school are: libraries for all the grades, 
busy work m aterial for the prim ary grades, apparatus for teaching science 
in the hign school, sanitary drinking fountains, and playground equipm ent. 
These could easily be supplied by funds tnat might be derived from a 
small tax, (much of which would be paid by the railroad and ii ligation 
companies.) 
W ith the additional equipm ent the stan dard of the school 
could be raided and the work made more attractive for the pupils.

One of t i e first things is to make 
the proper selection of a breed. 
This 
statem ent carries with it the corol­ 
lary th a t scrub , nondescripts and 
mixed breeds are to be avoided as 
nearly 
possible. 
Years of study 
and painstaking, selective breeding 
have developed cattle along specific 
lines and the farm er should profit 
by this achievem ent of his predeces­ 


sors in the business by recognizing 
what they have accomplished, and 
m aking 
his 
selections 
accordingly. 
One of the saddest economic tragedies 
that ever came under our observa­ 
tion was the complete wreckage of 
a promising cream ery through a dis­ 
a greem ent am ong those 
supplying 
the factory with cream. 
Some who 
adhered to their old “ Blue J<*hn” - 
producing 
“ range 
sisters” 
w anted 
the 
ame allowance for percentage 
of butter fat as allowed those who 
had improved Jerseys. 
The dissen­ 
sion broke up the organization and 
w recked the plant. 
Get rid of the 
scrubs.

Sometimes, where a f a r m is al­ 
ready stocked with common cattle it 
is not economically expedient to dis­ 
pose of th e m an d replace p u re b re d s 
a t once. 
In this event it has been 
found profitable to secure a pu re­ 
bred bud and CTO * with the native 
cow’s. 
In this way the scrubs can 
be graded up. ami b\ giving place to 
one or two purebred dam 
I■ > start 
with, while grading up the common 
cows, a purebred herd can be grad- 
ua Ic built up 
and eventually all 
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cross-breeds 
can 
be 
elim inated. 
Nothing but purebred bulls should 
be used in any herd. 
The days of 
the scrub bull have bi en too long 
already; he should not be tolerated 
longer. 
F F F 
In many com m unities W’here the 
farm s can carry only a few head of 
cows and a purebred bull would be 
out of the question for the individual 
owner, this difficulty ha" been over­ 
come bv several neighbors form ing 
a co-operative bull association* p u r­ 
chasing a bull collectively and a r ­ 
ranging for his care by one of the 
members. 
This gives all the benefit 
of his service at the minimum cost, 
and as soon as he has served his 
purpose— when to keep him longer 
would be to im breed too closely— he 
can he exchanged with a neighboring 
association and thus introduce new 
blood of the same breed into the 
herd. 
F F F 
In selecting a breed, the purpose 
for which the cow’s are to be kept 
i*- tile thing to keep in mind. 
There 
are some cattlem en who tell us th a t 
there are general purpose breeds — 
in h as the Milk D urham — th a t will 
serve the ideal purpose of furnish­ 
ing an abundance of good rich mille 
and producing a profitable beef a t 
the same time. 
Where cattle are 
kept mainlj to supply the needs of 
the farm fo r milk, b u tte r and an 
occasional beef for slaughter, this 
breed might prove most profitable. 
The writer is not in a position to say 
postively. 
However, the tendency of 
breeders generally has been to steer 
aw ay from the general purpose cow 
and breed lith e r for beef or for 
v ilk. 
As a consequence, w*e have 
the distinct beet 
breeds and milk 
breeds. 
The 
farm er should make 
his selection according as it is milk 
or beet 
that he wants to produce. 
F F F 
The van*>us beef breeds all have 
their m erits, and the 
breeders of 
any one of them will sing you a 
tune in their favor free of charge. 
I’ it is a beef breed you wish, listen 
t*» th* rn all .- lid then select the breed 
you uke best and you can make no 
mistake, 
th e y are all developed for 
the purpose of putting on a quick, 
c onomic d grow th of flesh, and given 
the proper care will do it.
